No Tariff Legislation This Session. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 
7.—The suppli- 
m entary tariff bills are dead and tariff 
legislation a t the present session is 
practically impossible. 
This follows 
from the action of the caucus of the 
democratic senators yesterday. 
The 
tariff having been disposed of, the 
caucus proceeded to frame an ostensi­ 
ble program of work for the session. 
The finance committee was instructed 
to formulate a measure for the reform 
of the currency on the lines laid down 
by the President and the secretary. 
The caucus 
commended the bank­ 
ruptcy bill, the measure for the ad­ 
mission of Arizona and Dakota, the 
reorganization of the Indian territory, 
and the election of senators by direct 
vote, to the attention of the steering 
committee, w ith the proviso th at the 
appropriation bills were to have right 
of way a t all times. 
As the fortifica­ 
tions and pension bills are now read in 
the house there is but little hope of 
any other im portant bills being taken 
up. 
There was a sentim ent in the 
caucus in favor of action on the Nica­ 
ragua canal and the pooling bill, but 
no formal instruction was passed. 
No m eeting of the “‘steering com­ 
m ittee” has yet been called and there 
has consequently been no agreem ent 
as to the order in which the bills 
agreed upon shall be taken up. 


Talk of Arbitration.

masked men, with guns leveled, march­ 
ing the engineer and trainm en in and 
out of the baggage car.

over the trestle, and while it was cross­ 
ing they disappeared in a thick forest. 
In one respect the robbery was re­ 
markable and sets a precedent. 
The 
iron safe of the messenger was throw n 
from the. car and carried off.

The train stopped at the w ater tank. 
One man boarded it and covered the 
engineer and fireman, while the other 
two looted the express car. Division 
Superintendent J. B. Paul was on the 
train. 
It arrived here only fifteen 
minutes late. 
J. M. Berry of Dallas 
was a passenger on the train. 
“ There is not much of a story to 
tell,” he said. 
“The whole procedure 
did not occupy twelve minutes.

quarter of a mile east of Benbrook 
three masked men held up the train.

together I asked him who would win 
the war. 
“ ‘Why, Japan, of course.' he an­ 
swered. 
“ ‘W hat will Japan do after the w ar,’ 
I asked. 
“ ‘Oh, there is a country of gold to 
the south. 
Japan may want th at.’ He 
meant Australia,and I asked him w hat 
England would be doing while Japan 
took Australia. 
“ ’I don't think Japan cares w hat 
England would do,’ he answered, and 
I had to run off and look a t the com­ 
pass for fear of laughing in his face.”

Yesterday’s Accident, Which Should Be 


a Warning Against Veturing Too 
Far, Leads a Man Who Has Res. 
cued Several People to Give Some 
Suggestions. 


Death is lurking under the icy bo­ 
som of Rock river that looks so in­ 
viting to the skater 
There has been 
hardly enough colderweather to make 
solid ice where the current flows and 
although everyone who has broken 
through, so far, has been fortunate 
enough to get out, it is only a matter 
of chance when someone fails to come 
out of the scrape so luckily and then 
there'll be a funeral. 
Two serious ac­ 
cidents have already occurred and 
these lead a man who has rescued sev­ 
eral people to give these directions for 
the safety of skaters: 
When yon go skating take a ball of 
strong cord to one end of which is at­ 
tached a heavy fish sinker, so that if 
any one goes through the ice you can 
stand far enough away from the hole 
and yet render them assistance by 
throwing the end of the weighted line 
to them. 
If you go through the ice where 
there is a strong current, try and keep 
at the up river end of the hole. 
Rest 
your arm on the edge of the ice if pos­ 
sible, but don’t attempt to climb out 
alone, for you will lo-e the strength 
which you will need when assistance 
arrives. If a person remains perfectly 
quiet the cold water does not circulate 
through his clothes and ihe body is 
kept warm. 
Use every effort to keep 
away from the down river end of the 
hole for the current will sweep yon 
under the ice in a twinkling. 
If no help is near, rest oue arm on 
the ice, raise the foot carefully and 
one skate can be removed very easily. 
Take off the other skate in the same 
manner and then with these to aid yon 
your safety is assured. 
If you hear any one call for help do 
not hasten to the spot unless you have 
a pole, bush or something that will be 
of assistance to them. 
Best of all keep off the ice under 
which there is a strong current.

A few years ago Mrs. Lincoln suf 
fered frequently from fits of despon­ 
dency. 
When especially depressed 
sh6 would start out with her husband 
on short trips, returning in her usual 
spirits. Last summer 6he spent several 
months in the east visiting her mother. 
She was delighted to get home again 
saying that visiting 
was pleasant 
enough in its way but home was best, 
after all. 
Nevertheless she seemed 
much changed after her visit. 
She 
was less cheerful at times and seemed 
to worry a great deal about the ex­ 
pense of her trip and about household 
expenses. 
Her hair turned gray and 
she seemed to have a burden constant­ 
ly upon her miud, 
A week ago Sun­ 
day C. B. Evans called at the house to 
take Mr. Lincoln for a ride. 
Mrs. 
Lincoln bundled him up very warmly 
and remarked as the two men drove 
away: 
“ This will be your last ride.” 
Mrs. Lincoln when in good spirits 
was the life of any company in which 
she was found. She was quick-witted, 
kindly and made hosts of warm 
friends. 
Messages of condolence have 
poured in upon the stricken husband 
and son today, grief over tbe sad oc­ 
curence being felt in every part of the 
city.

It will be a 
curious study. 
It 
is a fact of which 
very few persons 
t a k e n o te, that 
about all the great 
w riters of history 
have been more or 
less radical antag­ 
onists of the existing order of things. 
There are very few of our favorite 
authors who have not at some time or 
other of their lives uttered a burning 
protest against the injustice, the in­ 
equalities, and the brutal commercial­ 
ism of our modern society. 
It is a 
point worth noting in considering the 
influence of literature, that, as a rule, 
these protests are very little read. 
Take a few examples. 
Every one 
thinks of Longfellow as the sweet 
singer of “ Evangeline'’ and“ IIaw atha.” 
Surely, he had no protest to utter. 
But 
rend his bitter poem, 
“ The Chal- 
len e.” We think of .lames Russell 
Lowell as the elegant essayist, the de­ 
lightful orator, the advocate of higher 
politics. 
But read some of his earlier 
poems, “ A Parable,” “ The Rich and 
the Poor,” “ Rent,” and the like. 
Or, again, who, as he, reads the novels 
of Victor Hugo, thinks of the great 
Frenchman as the fiery revolutionist 
and socialist th at he was? Many other 
names might be called to mind—Flau­ 
bert, De Goncourt, Heine, Lamennais, 
Kingsley, 
Charles 
Reade, Dickens* 
Frederick Maurice. Schiller, and manv 
more. 
In our own country we have almost 
forgotten that Horace Greeley was an 


political tendencies. Its present lead­ 
ers are Morris and William Rosetti. 
William Michael Rossetti has lived a 
very retired and unobtrusive life. 
He 
has w ritten much in praise and appre­ 
ciation of other artists, so th at his own 
original work has been rather obscure. 
But who so will read his sonnets on 
democracy and kindred subjects will 
recognize what a strong, rugged fire 
burns in his soul. 
He is more of a stu­ 
dent and rather less of a propagandist 
than Morris, and his contributions to the 
movement have been rather through 
his pen than his voice, Like Morris, he 
is no longer young, and lives quietly in 
a rather retired way just outside of 
London.

New York Herald, and th at it was duo 
to his influence th at the doctrines of 
Fourier had such vogue two or throe 
decades ago. 
And there was Brook 
Farm w ith Alcott and Dana and many 
well known names. 
W ith another tw enty years a new 
school has arisen, and again the poets, 
the w riters and the artists are to be 
found among its adherents. 
In this 
country perhaps the most conspicuous 
figures are William Dean Howells, the 
novelist; Stedman, the poet; Bellamy, 
Col. Higginson and the enigmatic Don­ 
nelly. 
Among artists W alter Crane is 
the most pronounced. There are many 
others whose stars are still near the 
horizon. In England it includes such 
men as William Morris, the 
poet; 
George Meredith, William Michael Ros­ 
setti, Bernard Shaw, Sydney Webb and 
even Oscar Wilde. John Ruskin is al­ 
most to be included, 
although he 
really belongs to th at group of an 
earlier day, which was really more rev­ 
olutionary and less concretely social­ 
istic in its aims. There is Gerald Mas­ 
sey and, perhaps, W alter Besant, and 
many others less known to fame. 
There is hardly a figure among all 
whom I have napped th a t is lacking in 
the elements of the picturesqne. Of a 
particular group of them there is a 
curious thread of history. 
Back, per­ 
haps twenty years ago, two young men, 
with very radical ideas about art, w ent 
one day to paint some frescoes at Ox­ 
ford. 
One of them bore the strange 
name of Dante Gabriel Rossetti. 
The 
other was Burne-Jones. 
While they 
were a t work a young man w ith a 
shock of fiery red hair, a broad, pale

of Algernon Swinburne first swung into 
its ken. W ith a long line of aristocratic 
ancestors, Swinburne had the least of 
hereditary influence in making him 
into the born revolutionist th at he was. 
His father was the Admiral Swinburne 
knqwn to history. 
If not rich, his 
estates were ample, and he had leisure 
to travel 
and 
study as he liked. 
He left Oxford before he had taken 
his 
degree, 
owing to 
some 
dis­ 
agreem ent w ith the authorities of the 
college. Ho had already w ritten some 
poetry, and he sought W alter Savage 
Landour in the latter s retirem ent in 
Italy. It was not likely th at at the 
feet of this great and much misunder­ 
stood poet, who had quitted England 
because he could not live in a country 
which had so little appreciation of 
beauty, th at young Swinburne was apt 
to have his radical notions curbed. 
But it is through his thrilling “ Songs 
Before Sunrise” th at Swinburne re­ 
vealed the ardent revolutionary spirit 
which possessed him. 
It is a dead soul 
who can read these stirring poems 
with an unmoved pulse. 
They throb 
and quiver with a revolt against tyr- 
rany, a passionate thirst for freedom 
and a hatred of oppression which rank 
them with the finest specimens of revo­ 
lutionary verse in the language. Swin­ 
burne wras in 
his 
youth 
strongly 
tempted to become a radical in politics 
as he was in verse, and he was at one 
time contemplating standing for par­ 
liament as an ultra-liberal. 
As m at­ 
ters then stood he would unquestion­ 
ably have been elected. 
But it is 
probable th at England and literature 
lave been the gainers rather than the 
osers by his decision to follow litera­ 
ture alone. 
In America, perhaps, the foremost 
champion of socialism among literary 
men at the present time is William 
Dean 
Howells. 
The 
novelist's en­ 
trance into the field of economics, 
holding a lance for an unpopular doc­ 
trine, has been the cause of much sur-
